Fight Against Malanazis 
- Centers on Washington 


THE MALAN GOVERN- 
MENT continues to defy the 
will of the majority of the peo- 
ple of the Union of South Af- 
rica. It ignores the demand of 
the Parliamentary Opposition 
for elections, calculating on de- 
laying any submission of the is- 
sues involved to the people un- 
til it has removed from the 
voters lists the names of Col- 
ored voters. And it also ignores 
the clear mandate of the Su- 
preme Court's ruling which de- 
clared Malan’s move against the 
Colored voters to be unconsti- 
tutional. 

By all its acts, therefore, this 
government stands naked before 
the world as a minority dicta- 
torship maintained by force. Yet 
it is still part of the bloc of gov- 
ernments to which the crafty 
Acheson is forever pointing as 
“the free world.” And in the 
United Nations the vote of this 
fascistic regime is always count- 
ed in support of the policies 
which the American imperfialists 
and their Washington govern- 
ment impose. South Africa’s vote 
has helped the Washington 
Government to obstruct every 
move toward a prohibition of 
atomic weapons and genuine 
disarmament, towatd imple- 
menting the Charters promise 
of self-government for the peo- 
ples of non-self-governing ter- 
ritories, and toward a general 
world settlement of outstand- 
ing questions. 


THE MALAN GOVERN- 
MENT, therefore, has been in 
the front rank of those govern- 
ments striving to set off a third 
world war. Hence, it is a men- 


ace not only to the peoples of 
Siti Alice. ‘but tn. the duit of 


, the world as well. 


“Moreover, it occupies a -spe- 


cia] position in relation to the 
liberation struggles, in the first 
place, of all the African peoples, 
and in the second place, of all 
colored peoples victimized by 
imperialism. For white suprem- 
acist chauvinism is a principal 
ideological weapon of imperial- 
ism, and the Malan government 
is one of the world’s most vicious 
white supremacist dictatorships. 
Its force and violence has been 
and will be, so long as it exists, 
used against the liberation strug- 
les of all the African peoples. 
d in its megalomaniac mad- 
ness—a_ characteristic of white 
supremacist dictatorships—it has 
even joined the Middle East 
Command and offered its armed 
forces to crush the freedom 
movements of the peoples of 
Asia and the Mediterranean. 
For all these reasons, there- 
fore, this Malan regime must be 
removed from power. And the 
American people haye as vital 
a stake in this as Shy other 
people outside of the Union of 
South Africa—perhaps a more 
vital stake, since white suprem- 
acist chauvinism plays so great 
a part today among the influ- 
ences and forces which are de- 
stroying American liberties and 
living standards, and attempting 
to drag the American people 
into fascism and world war.

MOREOVER, the _ peace 
movement in the United States 
can be more influential in de- 


termining the outcome of the 
struggle against Malan than the 
peace forces of any other coun- 
try, save those of the South Af- 


rican Union itself. 

The Malan minority is not 
only a minority in relation to 
the total population of South 
Africa, all of whose 10,000,000 
African, Colored and Asian peo- 
ples oppose it; but also it rep- 
resents a minority of the 2,600,- 
000 people of European origin. 
It is opposed not only by vir- 
tually all of the English-speak- 
ing whites, but also by a major- 
ity of the Afrikaans, or Dutch- 
speaking whites. 


However—and this is the de- 
cisive int—this minority fas- 
cistic dictatorship is bolstered 
by Wall Street capital and the 
Washington Administration, as 
the Council on African Affairs 
has repeatedly warned. The 
dominant capital interest in the 
Union, which Wall Street -has 
almost succeeded in replacing, 
has been not the native Boer 
capital, but British capital. And 
in the struggle for control of 
the South African economy, 
Wall Street’s capital has engag- 
ed primarily that of the British, 


‘while Washington’s political and 


financial support has ~ to the 
litical grouping which could 

best serve the Wall Street inter- 

est, that is, to the Malanazis. 


For this reason, the interven- 
tion by the American peace 
movement in behalf of the lib- 
eration struggles of the African 
peoples and the cause of peace 
can strike directly at the prin- 
cipal foreign prop of the Malan 
regime — the*policies of Wall 
Street and Washington. By ad- 
dressing the White House and 
the Congress in respect to their 
demands, the ce forces will 
be going to fountain-head 
of Malanazi racism and fascist 
barbarism. .

THE SMITH ACT TRIALS become more and more of 
an obscene farce, for they can be little else, considerin 
— they are trials of a political movement and its politic 

eas. 

The latest monstrosity in these anti-American frame- 
ups is the little yelp from the laughingly named Brooklyn 
Eagle—the Brooklyn Vulture would be a more fitting 
name. 

This democracy-hating sheet opines that it is unwise 
for the judge at Foley Square even to ask the upper-class, 
Tammany-picked juror panel if they: believe the Commu- 
nists advocate the forcible overthrow of the government. 

“That question,”. snaps the Brooklyn Vulture, “seems 
to us to eliminate the possibility of an anti-Communist 
serving on the jury in the trial of a Communist.” 

We ought to thank the Brooklyn Vulture, we sup- 
pose, for its brutal candor. For it confesses quite brazenly 
that it is not fooled for one minute by the trappings and 
make-believe of these Smith Act trials. It &dmits in its 
impatiente, for the built-in verdict that a requisite for 
membership on a “convict-the-Communists” jury is not 
merely the average ignorance of the Communist Party 
fostered by the press. .What is demanded as a certificate 
for membership on these juries is an active, vigorous 
hostility to “Communism” as the upper class, Tammany- 
picked juror understands that word. It is like making 
membership in the KKK a condition for being a juror in 
the trial of a Negro or Catholic. 

The Brooklyn Vulture is telling the United States 
that not only is it practically impossible to get a jury in 
which some of its members might conceivably have an 
open mind in a land drowned night and day in anti-Com- 
munist propaganda; it is also telling the USA that no one 
can get on such a jury without a virtual pledge in advance 
that he will guarantee a guilty verdict. 

The defense in the Smith Act trials in New York has 
proved to the hilt that the jury system is flagrantly rigged 
to keep out working class men and women, trade union- 
ists, Negro people, progressive-minded citizens. It is 
rigged to provide well-heeled executives, managers and 
a veritable swarm of semi-professional “hanging jurors 
from the ranks of the families of the police, the civil 
service and the big utility trusts like the electric and tele- 
phone companies where company-union and redbaiting 
ideologies reign.

Dear Joe: 


I write this letter on the eve 
of my 22nd birthday, and pos- 
sibly on the eve of entering 
prison. As you know, the Circuit 
Court has turned down my ap- 
peal. I am awaiting the word of 
my lawyer now as to the results 
on two motions that he is intro- 
ducing: an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, and continuance of bond. 

On the second motion, I know 
that they arent going to give 
us anything and we will have to 
fight, for this has been the na- 
ture of the case. In the mean- 
time I know not when a marshal 
will come to take me into cus- 
tody. The waiting is the thing 
that gets you. 

I was not surprised by the de- 
cision, for justice often is blind- 
folded, especially in the South 
and especially in regard to 
Negroes (not to say anything 
about the political aspects of my 
case). 


The lawyers, as I told you be- 
fore, did an excellent job of 
arguing the appeal, but legalism 
is becoming more and more an 
excuse for injustice rather than 
the opposite. 

The decision in my case comes 
on the heels of the Pardon Board 
hearing on executive clemency 
for Paul Washington. It follows 
the many other political frame- 
ups—Baltimore, Pittsburgh, Mrs. 
Marie Richardson and others. But 
it also follows the smashing vic- 
tory in the Patterson case, the 
temporary defeat of UMT and 
others.

Everett Dirksen urging them to 
vote against a rider to the public 
housing appropriation bill which it 
declared “would destroy- public 
housing under the phony pretext of 
evicting so-called “subversives.”
